Amend the Law relating to the granting of Licences for the ad i 8 77 
sale of Beer, Ale, and Porter in Ireland. — 

WHEREAS the existence in Ireland of certain houses (com- 
™ned beerhouses) licensed for the sale of beer, ale 
01 porter to he drank or consumed elsewhere than on the premises’ 
has been found to conduce to the spread of drunkenness and to be 
5 attended with other evil consequences : 

Be h enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
and Commons, m this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : r

2 . From mid after the first day of January one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-eight it shall not be lawful for any office/ of 
excise m Ireland to grant a licence or transfer of a licence for the 
15 side of beer, ale, or porter by retail to be drunk or consumed else- 
where than on the premises where sold, or to grant a renewal of 
any such license as aforesaid to any person whomsoeyer, in respect 
of premises which, with premises belonging thereto and occupied 
therewith, shah be rated for the relief of the poor for a sum less 
20 than ten pounds, or for any premises situate in any city, borough 
own or place containing a population exceeding ten thousand ' 
according to the then last parliamentary census, if such premises 
with the presses belonging thereto and occupied therewith shall 
bo rated for the relief of the poor in a sum less than twenty pounds.
